PETITION FOR RECONSIDERATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.378(e) FOR THE LATE 
PAYMENT OF MAINTENANCE FEES FOR U.S. PATENT NO. 5,748,740 

On August 27, 2010, the Examiner dismissed a petition, under 37 CFR 1.378(e), to 
revive the above-identified patent based on an unavoidable delayed payment of the 
maintenance fee. The Examiner dismissed the petition for failure to provide "an adequate, 
verified showing that the delay was unavoidable, since reasonable care was taken to insure 
that the maintenance fee would be paid timely" and failure to provide pajmient of the 
appropriate maintenance fees and payment of the surcharge fee.

In particular, the Examiner requested a showing that "(1) the steps that 
were in place to ensure timely payment of the maintenance fee, (2) a complete explanation 
of how the system worked, (3) an explanation as to why the system failed in this instance, 
and (4) a documented showing that Jenkins & Gilchrist was in fact obligated to track the 
fee on behalf of the petitioner. In response thereto, the Petitioner provides a signed 
statement by Mr. Steven Greenfield, a patent attorney and partner at Jenkens & Gilchrist, 
during the time period relevant to this petition. In this statement, Mr. Greenfield responds 
fully to each of the Examiner's requests for additional information. 

The Petitioner also provides herewith fees for the following: 

(1) $980 for the payment of the first maintenance fee; 

(2) $2,480 for payment of the second maintenance fee; 

(3) $700 for payment of the surcharge set forth in 37 CRF 1.20(i)(l); and 

(4) $400 for payment of the petition fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(f).

Having completely responded to each of the Examiner's lacking items, the 
Petitioner believes it has met the burden, under 37 CFR 1.378(b), to accept the unavoidable 
delay of the payment of the first and second maintenance fees for the above-identified 
patent.
